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Diamond 
Super  Site 
Chosen  For 
New  Branch 
Library

At  the  Library  Commission  meeting 
on  November  15,  the  commission  voted 
unanimously  to  direct  City  staff  to  enter 
into  exclusive  negotiations  with  Glen 
Park  Marketplace  Phoenix  LLC  (the 
developer  of  the  Diamond  Super  site) 
for  the  purchase  of  the  second  floor  of 
the  Diamond  Super  project.  Selection 
of  this  site  confirms  the  judgment  of  the 
Glen  Park  Association  and  the  Glen  Park 
Merchants  Association;  both  had  sent 
letters  to  the  commission  urging  selec- 
tion of  this  site  for  the  new  branch  library. 

The  new  branch  will  be  the  first  to 
be  built  using  funds  from  the  2000  library 
bond  issue.  It  will  comprise  approxi- 
mately 8,500  square  feet,  with  a  700 
square  foot  entrance  on  Diamond  Street 
and  skylights  above.  The  developer  of 
the  mixed-use  project  will  deliver  a  shell 
to  the  library,  whose  architects  have 
already  begun  generating  ideas  for  the 


interior  of  the  facility. 

The  decision  by  the  Library  Com- 
mission really  has  put  wind  in  the  sails 
of  the  long-delayed  project.  The  archi- 
tects, Peterson  Architects,  have  been 
working  hard  to  design  a  building  which 
best  fits  Glen  Park  and  the  wishes 
expressed  by  the  joint  Neighbors  and 
Merchants  Committee.  The  building  is 
intended  to  be  pedestrian-friendly  and 
to  take  advantage  of  the  tremendous 
transit  resources  nearby.  The  design, 
materials  and  construction  are  intended 
to  be  positive  additions  to  the  neigh- 
borhood far  into  the  future.  The  archi- 
tect is  researching  the  incorporation  of 
all  feasible  environmentally  friendly  fea- 
tures into  the  building's  design. 

The  program  has  evolved  since  the 
fall  issue  of  the  Glen  Park  News.  The 
proposal  no  longer  includes  underground 
parking.  Such  parking  is  enormously 
expensive  and  was  not  seen  by  candi- 
date grocers  as  a  strong  feature.  Right 
now  the  proposal  calls  for  a  market  of 
approximately  6,500  square  feet  (larger 
than  the  Super  had  been  and  ample  for 
a  full-service  neighborhood-serving  gro- 
cery), the  library,  15  apartments  with 
parking,  and  a  few  spaces  for  the  store. 
The  maximum  height  will  be  40  feet, 
with  setbacks  to  reduce  the  scale. 

The  schedule  calls  for  submittal  of 
plans  to  the  Planning  Department  in 
early  March,  after  review  by  the  corn-

Rain,  rain,  rain! 

How  nice  to  walk  in  the  canyon  and 
hear  the  sounds  of  water  running  in  the 
creek.  And  the  trails  are  muddy.  Some- 
time something  will  be  done  about  fix- 
ing the  trails  in  the  canyon.  Recreation 
and  Parks'  Natural  Areas  Management 
people  say  that  they  have  a  grant  to  do 
trail  work  but  it  is  taking  time  to  get 
together  all  the  approvals  and  paper- 
work. 

All  the  rain  in  late  November  and 
early  December  caught  us  by  surprise. 
The  previous  November  and  December 
of  2000  were  dry.  I  spoke  to  Rebecca 
Sanders,  the  Natural  Areas  gardener  for 
Glen  Canyon,  about  planting  during  the 
Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park  Decem- 
ber workday,  and  she  said  we  would 
have  to  wait  until  January  when  there 
would  be  lots  of  rain  so  we  would  not 
have  to  water  the  plants  by  hand.  We 
made  plans  to  do  other  work  in  Decem- 
ber. However,  there  she  was  with  a  truck 
filled  with  400  native  plants  on  the  morn- 
ing of  our  workday.  It  seemed  impossi- 
ble to  get  them  planted  in  one  morning 
with  only  10  people  but  all  the  plants 
were  in  the  ground  and  we  were  hap- 
pily munching  on  scones  and  sticky  buns 
at  11:30! 

The  canyon  should  be  really  be  lovely 
this  spring  with  all  the  new  plants  and 


plenty  of  rain.  Friends  of  Glen  Canyon 
Park  have  scheduled  three  Saturday 
flower  walks,  from  10  a.m.  to  12  noon 
on  March  23,  April  1 3  and  May  1 1 .  Jake 
Sigg  will  lead  the  first  flower  walk  on 
March  23.  Jake  was  a  gardener  for  the 
Recreation  and  Parks  Department  until 
he  retired.  I  met  Jake  when  he  was  pres- 
ident of  the  Yerba  Buena  (S.F.)  Chapter 
of  the  California  Native  Plant  Society. 
He  recently  served  as  state  president 
of  the  Native  Plant  Society.  I've  gone  on 
many  walks  led  by  Jake  Sigg  and  this 
is  one  that  should  not  be  missed. 

Another  walk  not  to  be  missed  is  the 
bird  walk  in  April  that  will  be  led  by  our 
local  bird  expert,  David  Armstrong.  I 
first  met  him  at  the  Audubon  2000 
Christmas  Bird  Count  and  his  face 
seemed  familiar  but  I  couldn't  place 
where  I  had  seen  him  before.  After  chat- 
ting with  him  about  the  birds  he  had 
been  seeing,  I  realized  he  had  been  view- 
ing birds  in  Glen  Canyon  Park  almost 
every  time  I  was  working  there. 

It  was  wonderful  to  find  a  top-notch 
birder  with  a  real  interest  in  the  canyon's 
birds.  Richard  Craib  and  I  soon  recruited 
David  to  lead  a  bird  walk  in  June  and 
November.  The  April  bird  walk  will  be 
at  the  height  of  the  spring  bird  migra- 
tion and  we  should  be  seeing  many  good 
birds  such  as  Wilson's  and  Townsend's 
warblers.  The

Planning  Commission  action  should  take 
place  in  late  summer  and  construction 
would  begin  in  early  2003.  The  project 
should  be  open  in  mid  to  late  2004.

Little  Big  News — 
The  DVDs  are  Here 

The  San  Francisco  Public  Library 
is  attempting  to  get  with  the  program 
and  offer  formats  that  our  patrons 
want.  Thus — drum  roll — our  first  60 
DVDs  have  arrived  at  the  Glen  Park 
Branch.  So  far,  we  haven't  worried 
much  about  shelf  space,  becau.se  they 
were  checked  out  almost  as  we  put 
them  out.  The  eclectic  selection 
includes  Crouching  Tiger,  Hidden 
Dragon,  Citizen  Kane,  Blade  Runner, 
Vertigo,  The  Seventh  Seal,  Life  Is 
Beautiful  and  Annie  Hall.  And  music 
borrowers  and  movie  buffs  will  be 
glad  to  hear  that  the  library  will  begin 
taking  reserves  on  non-print  materials 
starting  March  1 . 

Big  Big  News 

Of  course  the  big  news  is  that  the 
Library  Commission  authorized  a 
Letter  of  Intent  for  good-faith  negotia- 
tions with  the  Diamond  Super  devel- 
oper. The  probability  is  very  high  that 
Glen  Park's  new  branch  library  will  be 
on  the  second  floor  of  the  new  market 
at  the  long-vacant  Diamond  Super 
site. 

As  the  negotiations  proceed,  we 
understand  that  the  library  will  have 
700  square  feet  on  the  Diamond  Street 
side  of  the  ground  floor  to  house  the 
lobby,  elevator  and  stairs  leading  up  to 
8,500  square  feet  of  library  space  on 
the  second  floor.  The  library  will  have 
air  rights  to  the  front  40  feet.  The 
developer  will  build  apartments  on  the 
remainder  of  the  second  floor  and  on 
the  rearward  area  of  the  third  floor, 
where  the  library  will  not  own  air 
rights. 

The  Friends  and  Foundation  of 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  will 
be  responsible  for  raising  money  for 
furnishings  and  equipment.  One 
exciting  part  of  building  a  public- 
building  is  that  two  percent  of  the  bud- 
get is  set  aside  for  public  art. 


Design  work  by  the  developer  and 
the  library  is  under  way.  David 
Prowler's  story  in  this  issue  provides 
more  details  about  the  project  and  the 
anticipated  schedule.

If  you  want  us  to  stock  a  certain 
magazine,  you  should  let  me  know  by 
June,  since  we  do  our  selection  for  the 
next  year  in  the  summer.  Also,  we  are 
happy  to  reserve  books  for  you — Glen 
Park  is  a  very  small  branch  with  sig- 
nificant space  restraints,  so  we  won't 
cover  every  interest  in  the  necessary 
depth.  And  when  SFPL  doesn't  have 
what  you  want,  don't  forget  that  we 
can  arrange  Interlibrary  loans  for 
many  materials.

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Richard  Craib,  a  Longtime 
Friend  of  Glen  Canyon  Park 


Richard  Craib  is  deeply  rooted  in 
Glen  Park  and  Glen  Canyon.  His  grand- 
father supervised  the  building  of  Glen 
Park  Recreation  Center  for  the  WPA  in 
1937.  In  1959,  18-year-old  Richard 
walked  unpaved  streets  of  Glen  Park, 
dreaming  of  building  a  home  and  rais- 
ing a  family  here.  He  subsequently 
bid  on  23  locations  before  success- 
fully buying  a  vacant  lot  above  the 
canyon  where  the  family  home  now 
stands.  The  40  years  in  that  house  have 
been  busy  ones. 

Richard's  passion  for  the  park  stems 
from  an  ingrained  love  of  nature  and 
plants:  "I  want  to  give  back  what  my 
family  got  from  Glen  Park.  My  kids 
grew  up  walking,  hiking  and  playing  in 
the  park.  My  daughter  developed  a  life- 
long love  of  the  outdoors.  My  son's  pen- 
chant for  botany  led  to  a  career  in  the 
wholesale  nursery  business.  Sandy,  my 
wife,  is  a  docent  at  Strybing  Arboretum. 
I  am  a  concerned  citizen  who  wants  to 
improve  the  quality  of  life,  including 
my  own." 

On  a  recent  day,  Richard  put  down 
planks  to  span  a  mud  puddle  on  the 
creekside  trail.  He  redirected  rain  water 
to  the  creek  instead  of  letting  it  run  down 
the  trail.  He  pulled  out  non-native,  exotic 
plants  from  the  creek  banks  with  Glen 
Park  News  columnist  Jean  Conner  and 
other  volunteers.  And  he  unsuccessfully 
urged  the  Police  Academy  to  clear  their 
drainage  system  of  debris  because  runoff 
from  their  clogged  drains  dumps  into 
Glen  Canyon. 

But  he  is  persistent  if  not  patient.  He 
has  been  urging  repair  of  a  damaged 
railing  on  Portola  Drive  for  more  than 
two  years.  DPW  should  know  the  best 
way  to  get  Richard  off  their  case  is  to 
work  as  if  they  care  as  deeply  as  he  does. 

And  Richard  cares  very  deeply.  He 
works  at  helping  the  rest  of  us  learn  to 
care,  too.  The  143-member  Friends  of 
Glen  Canyon  Park,  dedicated  to  restor- 
ing and  increasing  public  appreciation 
of  this  significant  natural  area  within 
our  neighborhood,  is  spearheaded  by 
Richard.  They  are  sponsoring  the 
upcoming  third  annual  Nature  Fest, 
which  will  include  three  wildflower 
walks,  a  natural  sciences  event,  a  Bar- 
B-Q,  bird  walks,  geology  talks,  lectures 
on  wild  mushrooms,  and  a  slide  show 
highlighting  the  natural  beauty  of  the 
canyon.

community  volunteers,  A  small  work 
group  including  Richard  labors  in  the 
park  every  Wednesday  from  9  a.m.  to 
noon.  The  third  Saturday  of  every 
month,  from  9  to  noon.  Friends  hosts  a 
hands-on  labor  of  love  for  the  park.  Just 
show  up,  and  Richard  will  show  you 
how  to  give  back  some  of  what  you  have 
gotten  from  the  park. 

Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park  espe- 
cially needs  help  pulling  out  the  rapidly 
propagating,  non-native  Cotoneaster  that 
is  invading  the  park.  Birds  eat  Con- 
toneaster  berries  in  our  yards  and  elim- 
inate the  seeds  in  the  park.  If  not  tena- 
ciously removed  from  the  canyon,  the 
plant  spreads  and  creates  an  environ- 
ment for  blackberries  and  invasive 
grasses.  The  group  also  needs  a  vol- 
unteer photographer  to  document  their 
work  as  it  progresses,  and  they  would 
like  help  with  correspondence  to  the 
Recreation  &  Parks  Department  and 
thank-you  letters  to  donors. 

Richard  sees  himself  as  a  curmud- 
geon, but  he  has  a  vision  of  what  the 
park  will  be  with  our  help.  He  is  always 
dreaming  up  something  to  keep  us  inter- 
ested. Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park 
raises  native  plants  for  sale  to  the  pub- 
lic. They  hand  out  lists  of  birds,  plants, 
butterflies  and  vertebrates  (other  than 
birds)  in  the  canyon. 

In  his  spare  time  Richard  promotes 
the  park  as  Glen  Park  Association's 
Recreation  and  Park  chair.  He  serves 
on  the  Glen  Park  Advisory  Board  for 
the  Rec  and  Park  Department  and  on  the 
Neighborhood  Parks  Council.  His  mis- 
sion is  always  to  keep  us  focused  on  the 
park.  Richard  cooked  and  donated 
abalone  for  a  $  1 00-a-plate  abalone  din- 
ner at  the  Robert  Pritikin  mansion  on 
Chenery  Street  to  support  Propositions 
A  and  C.  the  successful  park-improve- 
ment bonds.  Ironically,  after  the  mea- 
sure passed,  the  needs  of  Glen  Canyon 
Park  were  not  even  assessed,  much  less 
funded  with  the  voter-approved  money. 

Richard  and  Sandy  are  also  world 
travelers.  They  have  visited  55  coun- 
tries. Their  next  trip  will  be  to  Antarc- 
tica, their  seventh  continent.

Tea  and  Tots: 
Glen  Park

Glen  Park  isn't  yet  experiencing  the 
stroller  gridlock  that  can  sometimes  hit 
Noe  Valley  on  a  sunny  afternoon.

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Active  Sitting: 

What  You  Need  to  Know  About  How  to  Sit  Properly 


Many  of  us  in  Glen  Park  are  work- 
ing from  home.  But  few  of  us  have  the 
time  or  the  funds  to  invest  in  the  ideal 
ergonomic  setup  for  our  home  office. 
How  can  we  survive  our  often  makeshift 
home  setup  without  injuring  our  neck, 
back,  shoulders,  arms,  etc.?  Try  "active 
sitting." 

Whether  you  have  invested  hundreds 
of  dollars  in  an  ergonomic  chair  or  sim- 
ply throw  your  laptop  on  the  kitchen 
table,  it  is  important  to  consider  how 
you  sit  while  you  work. 

If  your  body  is  not  adequately  sup- 
ported, it  will  compensate  with  increased 
tension,  eventually  leading  to  fatigue. 
Sitting  with  active  support  through  your 
body  allows  you  to  release  this  tension, 
avoid  fatigue  and  move  more  efficiently. 
Active  sitting  involves  three  main  com- 
ponents, which  you  can  easily  check 
periodically  throughout  the  day:  breath- 
ing, sit-bone  support  and  foot  support. 

Get  used  to  paying  attention  to  how 
your  body  feels  when  you're  sitting. 
Notice  your  breath  as  it  flows  in  and  out. 
Can  you  breathe  easily  in  the  position 


you're  in  right  now?  Do  your  lungs  or 
abdomen  feel  constricted?  Try  finding 
a  position  that  facilitates  the  flow  of 
breath  through  your  body.  Through- 
out the  day,  experiment  with  different 
postures  and  use  your  breath  to  help 
keep  your  body  aligned  and  feeling  good. 
Natural,  fluid  breathing  is  part  of  active 
sitting. 

Active  sitting  also  requires  sitting  on 
your  sit-bones.  Your  sit-bones  (iscial 
tuberosities)  are  the  two  round  knobs  at 
the  base  of  your  pelvis  that  get  sore  when 
you  sit  too  long  on  a  hard  surface  (such 
as  bleachers  at  a  basketball  game).  Find 
your  sit-bones  so  you  can  tell  whether 
you're  sitting  on  them:  slide  your  hands 
underneath  your  pelvis  and  locate  the 
bony  "feet"  of  your  pelvis.  Leave  your 
fingers  there  for  a  moment  while  you 
try  rocking  around  on  the  bones  (back 
and  forth,  and  side  to  side).  Notice  that 
the  sit-bones  are  rounded  at  the  bottom. 
This  round  shape  allows  you  to  lean  for- 
ward, back  and  all  around  with  contin- 
uous support  of  the  sit-bones  on  your 
chair.  Try  it. 


After  sitting  for  a  while,  you  may  find 
yourself  sitting  "behind"  your  sit-bones 
with  your  tail  tucked  forward.  This  pos- 
ture puts  weight  on  the  tailbone  and 
sacrum  (back  of  pelvis,  where  the  spine 
joins  the  pelvis).  Weight  on  your  tail 
can  hurt  after  a  while,  and  is  not  a  good 
base  of  support. 

Another  common  tendency  is  to  con- 
tract the  lower  back,  so  that  the  tail  seems 
to  point  back.  This  posture  tires  your 
back  and  disconnects  your  upper  body 
from  its  lower  body  support.  Notice 
how  you're  sitting  right  now.  Are  you 
tensing  your  lower  back  and  holding 
your  tail  up  in  the  air?  Are  you  slump- 
ing back  onto  your  tail? 

Another  key  element  of  active  sitting 
is  the  support  of  your  feet  on  the  floor. 
Check  whether  your  feet  are  planted  on 
the  floor  right  now.  Stomp  them  on  the 
floor  to  get  a  better  sense  of  their  con- 
nection with  the  ground.  If  your  feet  do 
not  reach  the  floor,  you  need  to  adjust 
your  chair  (and  probably  your  desk 
as  well)  or  build  a  broad  and  sturdy 
foot  support. 


Pelvic  Clock  Vertical:  "Active  sitting 
requires  sitting  on  your  sit-bones 
(iscial  tuberosities),  the  two  round 
knobs  at  the  base  of  your  pelvis.  Try 
rocking  from  one  to  the  other  to  feel 
where  they  are  and  to  be  sure  you  are 
on  top  of  them."

We  prefer  not  to  call  your  foot  sup- 
port a  "foot-rest,"  because  your  feet 
should  not  just  be  resting.  They  pro- 
vide an  active  connection  to  the  floor 
that  feeds  directly  into  your  sit-bones, 
through  your  hamstrings. 

No  matter  where  you  sit  to  work,  reg- 
ularly checking  in  with  your  breath- 
ing, sitbones  and  feet  will  help  you  judge 
how  your  posture  is  working  for  you  at 
any  given  moment.  Instead  of  strug- 
gling to  hold  your  body  straight,  you 
will  develop  an  internal  sense  of 
support.

Watch  for 
Return  of  the 
Goats

Sometime  this  spring,  if  approval  is 
forthcoming  from  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Department  management,  we  can 
expect  last  summer's  successful  caprine 
fire-abatement  program  to  be  repeated 
in  Glen  Canyon  Park — with  a  signifi- 
cant difference:  Smaller  is  better. 

Last  year's  herd  of  550  goats  did  an 
admirable  job  of  chomping  overgrown

grass,  brush  and  invasive  plant  species, 
but  the  herd  turned  out  to  be  way  too 
large,  and  thanks  to  a  broken-down  truck 
they  stayed  way  too  long.  As  a  result, 
some  native  plants  got  gobbled  along 
with  the  goats'  intended  fodder. 

This  year  the  herd  should  number  a 
much-more-manageable  25-50  or  so, 
said  Marianne  Bertuccelli,  the  Rec  and 
Park  supervisor  for  our  park.  Rebecca 
Porteous  of  Rec  and  Park's  Natural  Areas 
staff,  who  will  help  coordinate  the  goats' 
next  visit,  is  looking  forward  to  apply- 
ing the  lessons  learned  last  year. 

The  good  news,  Porteous  reports,  is 
that  no  serious  environmental  damage 
has  resulted  from  last  year's  project. 
There's  been  no  problem  with  erosion, 
and  vegetation  is  growing  back  nicely, 
she  said  following  a  visit  at  the  end  of 
January.  Best  of  all,  humans  are  fol- 
lowing up  on  groundwork  laid  by  the 
goats.  Volunteer  groups  from  Levi 
Strauss  and  others  have  been  working 
in  the  canyon,  digging  out  the  previ- 
ously inaccessible  roots  of  blackberry 
vines  that  were  chewed  down  to  the 
ground  by  the  goats. 

There's  no  schedule  yet,  but  Porte- 
ous hopes  the  goats  will  visit  around 
June,  as  they  did  last  year.  In  that  case, 
we'll  be  able  to  alert  you  in  the  Spring 
issue  of  Glen  Park  News.  But  just  in 
case  they  come  earlier,  keep  an  eye  out 
for  them  in  the  canyon.

Our  local  assemblyman,  Kevin  Shel- 
ley, who  serves  as  the  Assembly  major- 
ity leader,  is  running  for  California  sec- 
retary of  state  in  the  March  5  primary.

Election  modernization  is  a  major  theme 
of  his  campaign:  "Voting  reform  efforts 
cannot  be  placed  on  the  back-burner  ol 
policy  priorities.  We  must  restore  reli- 
ability to  our  ballot  box  procedures  and 
invite  integrity  back  into  the  election 
process,"  Shelley  said. 

Invoking  the  2000  Florida  presiden- 
tial election  fiasco,  Shelley  has  warned 
voters  that  "hanging  and  pregnant  chads 
[are]  still  not  a  thing  of  the  past"  in  Cal- 
ifornia. The  solution?  Proposition 
4 1 ,  the  Voting  Modernization  Bond  Act 
of  200 1 ,  which  Shelley  wrote,  will  also 
be  on  the  March  ballot.  This  act  would 
provide  California  counties  with  $200 
million  to  help  upgrade  their  voting  sys- 
tems and  get  rid  of  punch-card  bal- 
lots. 

In  the  November  2000  presidential 
election,  more  than  half  of  California 
voters  used  obsolete  punch-card  voting 
machines,  similar  to  those  that  caused

the  chad  problems  in  Florida,  Shelley 
said.  "Now  is  the  time  for  California  to 
invest  in  the  infrastructure  of  our  democ- 
racy," he  said.  "We  need  to  ensure  secure, 
reliable  and  accessible  voting  to  make 
every  vote  count." 

His  other  voting  reform  measures 
include  AB 1 520,  to  extend  permanent 
absentee  ballot  status  to  any  voter  who 
prefers  to  vote  at  home,  and  an  omnibus 
measure,  AB55,  to  extend  polling-place 
hours,  improve  poll-worker  training  and 
post  a  Voter's  Bill  of  Rights  in  every 
polling  place. 

Shelley  has  raised  over  $1.2  million 
in  his  race  to  become  secretary  of  state, 
but  news  reports  have  noted  that  this 
total  doesn't  include  any  money  from 
the  ubiquitous  Enron,  whose  last  con- 
tribution to  Shelley  was  for  his  Assem- 
bly campaign  in  2000.  He  has  numer- 
ous endorsements  from  lawmakers,  civic 
leaders  and  business,  labor  and  activist

groups,  including  both  of  California's 
U.S.  senators,  Congresswoman  Nancy 
Pelosi  and  several  state  politicos.  He 
also  boasts  the  endorsement  of  the  Cal- 
ifornia Federation  of  Labor,  which  rep- 
resents more  than  1 ,300  affiliated  local 
unions  and  2.1  million  workers. 

New  State  Laws  Include 
Three  by  Our  Assemblyman 

In  a  flurry  of  year-end  press  releases 
as  he  ramped  up  his  campaign  for  Cal- 
ifornia secretary  of  state.  Assembly 
Majority  Leader  Kevin  Shelley  noted 
that  three  measures  he  wrote  in  2001 
bring  changes  to  California  laws. 

The  many  new  statewide  laws  that 
took  effect  on  Jan.  1 . 2002  include  Shel- 
ley's successful  bills  to  make  voting 
more  convenient,  improve  senior  care 
in  nursing  facilities  and  require  hand- 
gun safety  certificates. 

Voting  Reform 

Almost  every  election  reveals  that 
fewer  voters  are  going  to  the  polls  and 
casting  their  vote,  Shelley  said.  One 
notable  exception  is  the  increase  in  the 
use  of  absentee  ballots.  Yet  absentee  bal- 
lot laws  have  changed  little  over  time. 
Until  now,  voters  without  a  permanent 
medical  disability  were  required  to 
request  an  absentee  ballot  for  each  elec- 
tion. Shelley's  AB  1 520  reformed  state 
voting  laws  to  allow  every  voter  to  apply 
for  permanent  absentee  status. 

Nursing  Home  Reform 

Senior  residents  of  nursing  facili- 
ties know  all  to  well  that  staffing  lev- 
els are  the  root  cause  of  California's  cri- 
sis in  senior  care.  AB1075  requires 
nursing  home  facilities  to  implement 
and  post  minimum  staffing  ratios.  This 
should  make  it  easier  for  residents,  fam- 
ilies and  employees  to  understand  and 
enforce  patient-care  laws. 

Handgun  Safety 

From  now  on,  people  who  want  to 
purchase  a  handgun  in  California  will 
be  required  to  obtain  a  Firearm  Safety 
Certificate.  To  obtain  this  certificate, 
AB35  mandates  that  a  prospective  pur- 
chaser pass  a  written  test,  and  demon- 
strate the  ability  to  handle  the  handgun 
and  store  it  safely  away  from  children. 
Said  Shelley:  "Promoting  firearm  safety 
is  a  critical  component  of  dealing  with 
the  horrendous  loll  of  gunshot  injury 
and  death  in  California.
